Priority

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S).

On page 10, line 27 & page 14, line 3, change "centred" to -centered-, 
On page 18, line 19, change "Following" to -following--, 

On page 18, lines 28-30 and line 19, lines 1-3, are not consistent with the figures 
they correspond to, 

On page 19, line 7, the term "(vertical)" is not consistent with drawings. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification sfiall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 (or alternatively 1-15) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
In claim 1, lines 10-14, the applicant recites the limitation "while the width of the 
interstice separating two adjacent turns is constant and markedly smaller than the 
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thickness of the said cross section" it is unclear as to what structure the applicant is 
discussing as it pertains to the drawings.
